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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
is silent in teaching a plurality of menu buttons, each of the menu buttons having 
associated therewith a server and service. A selected image is uploaded to the server 
that is associated with the selected menu button. The service that is associated with the 
selected menu button is performed on the selected, uploaded image. Obtaining 
customized update button information based on a user's pre-stored personal 
information and transmitting from the server to the client, and displaying menu buttons 
on a display in combination with a GUI screen of the client application according to the 
customized update button information obtained, in combination with all of the other 
claimed limitations.
